Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  a report  for  the  year  1963*  The 
request  for  this  is  made  in  Ministry  of  Health  CirciiLar  1/64  in  which 
there  is  reference  to  Regulations  5 (3)  and  15  (5)  of  the  Public  Health 
Officers  Regulations,  1959*  The  report  is  in  a form  which  meets  the 
requirements  of  the  liinistry  as  summarised  in  the  letter. 

Compared  with  the  very  favourable  figures  of  1962,  the  vital 
statistics  for  1963  were  not  quite  so  satisfactory*  The  birth  rate 
showed  a slight  fall,  the  death  rate  a slight  rise  and  the  number  of 
infant  deaths  increased*  These  variations  are  liable  to  occur  from  year 
to  year  when  the  total  figures  involved  are  small,  as  they  are  In  respect 
of  this  district*  They  do  not  necessarily  indicate  any  deterioration 
in  the  health  conditions  of  the  area*  There  was  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  deaths  from  respiratory  conditions,  and  this  was  no  doubt 
associated  idth  the  very  severe  vifeather  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year* 
There  was  a fall  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  road  accidents  and  a 
rise  in  the  number  due  to  other  accidents*  The  number  of  suicides  rose 
to  eight  and  in  this  connection  it  is  important  to  note  that  a branch  of 
the  Samaritans  is  now  oi)erating  in  the  district*  It  is  possible  for 
anyone  tempted  to  suicide  to  make  a telephone  call  to  Reigate  46444*  on 
this  line  a 24  hour  watch  is  kept  by  interested  and  sympathetic  persons. 

It  is  knovnfrora  experience  that  the  opportunity  of  speaking  to  a 
sympathetic  listener  at  such  a time  may  have  a decisive  effect  in  causing 
a change  of  mind* 

is  expected,  1963  was  a year  in  which  an  epidemic  of  measles 
occurred.  The  only  other  infectious  disease  to  be  prevalent  was  Sonne 
dysentery,  of  which  there  were  outbreaks  in  Horley  and  Gharlwood* 

The  report  of  Mr*  E,  A,  Atkinson,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
is  included  under  this  cover  and  will  be  found  to  contain  much  of  interest 
on  many  important  items.  The  work  of  his  department  has  continued  to  be 
oarried  out  at  a hi^  level  of  efficiency,  and  his  staff  deserve  due 
appreciation  for  the  way  in  which  they  have  oarried  out  their  work, 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  continued  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
and  for  the  suppoirfc  which  they  have  given  me*

The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year 
x^  17»7.  Details  euch  as  age  and  sex  distribution  affect  local  birth 
rates  and  invalidate  comparison  xd.th  the  rates  of  other  districts*  To 
overcome  this  a o rapar ability  factor  has  been  sxxpplied  by  the  Registrar 
General  wliich,  irhen  applied  to  the  crude  birth  rate,  gives  a figure  xvhich 
may  be  used  for  purposes  of  comparison*  For  1963  the  factrr  given 
was  (l*0)  and  the  crude  and  standardised  birth  rates  xTere  therefore 
identical*  Comparisun  of  the  rate  with  past  years  is  shoxm  in  Table  II,

Deaths  assigned  to  the  area  numbered  333  representing  a crude 
death  rate  of  10,2  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  populati  n,  The  total 
ccnprised  172  males  and  l6l  females,  and  was  20  in '-re  than  in  19o2, 

A comparability  factor  (l,10)  has  been  provided  by  the  Registrar 
General  which  may  be  applied  to  the  crude  death  rate  fnr  use  in  comparing 
the  local  death  rate  x/ith  those  of  other  areas*  The  factor  makes 
allowance  for  the  differing  age  and  sex  distribution  of  local  populations* 
Application  of  the  factor  to  the  local  rate  increased  it  Trora  10,2  to  11*2, 
Comparison  of  the  rate  -with  past  years  is  shoxm  in  Table  II*

The  causes  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  district  are  olas'^ified  in 
Table  III,  Of  oho  total,  diseases  of  the  heart  and  -vascular  sj^s-bem 
(categories  17—21)  caused  155  deaths  (eqixi valent  to  4*72  per  1,000 
population),  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  (categories  23-25)  53 
deaths  (equi-'/alent  to!  1,61  per  1,000  population),  I'lalignant  diseases 
(categories  10-3-4)  caused  56  deaths  (equivalent  to  1,70  per  population,)

Fi-ve  residents  died  as  a result  of  injxiries  received  in  road 
accidents  in  xvhich  motor  vehicles  xvere  involved,  compared  xd.th  six  in 
1962,  Those  killed  x>rero  in  one  case  the  driver  of  a car,  in  the  second 
a motor  cyclist  and  in  the  remainder  -oedestrians  struck  by  motor  vehicles.

Other  Accidents 

These  numbered  ten  and  included  one  death  caused  by  bijrne 
received  from  an  electric  fire,  three  fr'.mi  accidental  coal  gas  poisoning, 
one  from  drowning,  cne  from  asphyxiation  due  ti,.  epileptic  convulsions 
and  one  from  asphyxiation  nf  an  infant  caused  by  a plastic  cover  coming 
in  contact  with  its  face*

There  v/ere  eight  deaths  certified  as  having  been  caused  by 
suicide.  In  one  case  death  was  due  to  carbon  monoxide  p'^isoning  from 
the  domestic  gas  supply,  in  three  to  barbitone  poisoning,  one  to  gunshot 
wounds  and  one  to  hanging. 


Deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  nne  year  numbered  sixteen 
and  the  infa,nt  m':'rtality  rate  ■was  27.7  per  1,000  ll've  births.  The  rate 
for  Dngland  and  Wales  was  20,9*  Eight  of  the  deaths  occiirred  vri.thin 
one  week  of  birth* 

In  Table  II  the  infant  mortality  rates  from  1931  set  out 
with  the  national  figures  for  comparison.  The  figures  demonstrate  the 
fall  which  has  occmmed  in  both  sets  rf  figures. 

Of  the  causes  of  deaths  in  the  year  under  review,  three  were 
due  ti"  prematurity,  three  to  congenital  abncrjnallties  incompatible  \-ri.th 
pri.longed  life,  three  to  complicati'.'ns  in  the  process  of  lab  -ur,  two 
tr  accidental  asphpciatiim  by  cot  bedding  and  five  t respiratory 
infectii.ns  of  \7hich  tlxree  o^ccurred  in  the  peri-d  of  extreme  c-^ld  in  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year*

There  was  no  death  attributable  to  maternal  causes. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  1963  f;-r  England  and  Wales 
■was  0,28  per  1,000  li-vne  and  still  births.

_The  Horley  and  District  Cottage  Hospital  is  the  only  hospital 
situated  in  the  district*  It  has  a bed  complement  of  16  and  is 
staffed  by  the  local  general  practitioners  \n.th  a panel  of  consaLtanta 
v/hose  senriceB  can  be  called  upon  if  necessary# 

The  Dorking  General  Hospital  and  the  Redhill  County  Hospital, 
together  "with  its  branch  at  Smallfields,  provide  accommodation  fctr 
medic^,  surgical  and  maternity  cases,  and  it  is  to  these  that  the 
majority  of  patients  requiring  in- treatment  are  admitted#  Residents 
of  the  Parish  of  Headley  are  usi;sally  accorniaodated  in  hospitals  in 
Leatherhead  and  Epsom* 

A patient  suffering  from  an  irJ*ectious  disease  and  requiring 
treatment  in  hospital  may  be  admitted  to  one  of  a number  of  hospitals, 
depending  on  the  accommodation  available  at  the  time.  During  the  year 
eight  cases  of  infectinus  disease  were  adiTiitted  to  Bletchingley  Hospital, 
one  to  Cuddington  Haspital,  one  to  Queen  Mary's  Hospital-  and  one  to  the 
Western  Fever  Hospital# 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


Laboratories  available  to  medical  practitioners  are  provided 
at  the  East  Surrey  Hospital,  the  Redhill  County  Hospital,  the  Dorking 
General  Hospital  an.d  St,  Luke's  Hospital,  Gud.ldford,  Examination  of 
specimens  in  connection  with  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  infectious 
disecLses  can  be  referred  to  either  of  two  Public  Health  Laboratories  of 
the  Medical  Research  Council,  situated  at  Vfest  Park  Hospital,  Epsom, 
and  at  St,  Luke's  Hospital,  Guild.ford#  These  laboratories  al.si^  under- 
talce  bacteriological  examinations  of  samples  of  v/ater  supplies,  milk 
and  food,  including  ice-cream,  and  hid-oglcal  examinations  for  tubercle 
bacilli  in  milk. 


AMBULMCE  SERVICE 


The  public  ambulance  service  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Surrey  County  Council,  who  have  given  the  following  -mfcsrraatian 
regarding  the  use  of  the  service. 

The  main  ambulance  station  for  the  area  is  at  Pend.leton  Road, 
Redhill,  (Tel,  No,  Reigate  4S35) . 

In  accidents  in  the  home  or  elsewhere  or  in  any  sudden  illness 
in  the  streets  or  piiblic  places,  any  responsible  person  may  call  the 
ambulance  to  remove  the  patient  (if  by  telephone,  use  the  Emergency 
Calling  System)#  Normal  maternity  cases  xd.ll  be  removed  if  the 
applicant  can  give  evidence  that  a maternity  bed  has  been  booked# 
I'feternity  cases  xd.th  serious  complications,  or  xdiere  birth  is  iniiTiinent, 
are  not  nrsrmally  removed  xm.thout  the  authority  of  a doctor  or  certified 
midx/ife,  xiio  should  travel  with  the  patient  in  the  ambulance. 

The  removal  of  other  cases  of  illness  or  accidents  are  arranged 
by  the  hospital  concerned  or  by  the  medical  practitioner  in  charge  of 
the  patient.  For  private  removals  a xnrltten  request,  accompanied  by  a 
doctor's  certificate,  should  be  made  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  for 
his  consider atirai#  Provided  that  these  requirements  are  fulfilled,  no 
charge  Xirill  be  made  to  users.  There  is  also  a sub-station  in  the 
vicinity  of  Gatxjick  Airport, 
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The  provision  of  services  relating  to  the  care  of  mothers  and 
ycfung  children,  midwifery,  health  visiting,  home  rairsing,  immunisation 
and  vaccination,  ambu3^ce  and  domestic  help  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  Surrey  County  Council  as  local  health  authority.  Day-to-day 
administration  has  been  delegated  to  the  Southern  Divisional  Health  Sub- 
committee and  its  officers  \n.th  headquarters  at  "Gaberfeigh'f,  Hatchlands 
Road,  Redhill  (Tsl,  No.  Redhill  3206)

Immunisatifm  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus 
and  vaccination  against  smallpox  and  poliomyelitis  can  be  obtained  from 
medical  practitioners  under  the  terras  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
or  on  anplication  at  the  County  Council  Health  Centres*  Policmyelitis 
vaccination  is  restricted  to  persons  aged  40  years  and  under,  though 
treatment  is  also  available  to  people  whose  occupation  is  thimght  to 
carry  additional  risk  of  infection,  and  also  to  expectant  mothers, 

B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  available  to  children 
of  school  leaving  age,  and  for  all  children  vho  have  been  in  close 
contact  with  oases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis* 

Details  of  the  numbers  treated  in  these  various  procedures  will 
be  found  in  Section  6 of  this  report.

Section  47  of  the  194S  Act  gave  power  to  local  authorities  to 
take  steps  to  deal  with  persons  suffering  from  chronic  illness  nr 
infirmity  who,  for  one  reason  or  another,  are  not  recei^/ing  proper  care 
and  attention,,  and  yh.n  are  unable  to  manage  for  themselves.  As  might 
be  expected,  the  majority  of  these  are  old  people  who,  in  addition  to 
physical  illness,  have  sr«m©  loss  of  mental  power  sufficient  to  curtail 
their  reasoning  pwers,  but  not  serious  enough  to  require  their 
admissi'-n  to  hospitals  for  mental  illness. 

Under  the  194S  Act,  power  was  given  to  the  local  authority 
to  apply  to  the  I%gistrates  * Court  for  an  Order  to  obtain  the  rerco'/al, 
for  a period  not  exceeding  three  months,  of  a pers.'^n  found  in  such 
conditions,  4s  the  result  of  experience,  it  vras  found  that  the:  tn'me 
taken  to  comply  with  the  legal  requirements  of  the  Act  in  obtaining  an 
Order  for  removal  was  so  Img  that  the  practical  value  of  the  powers 
given  by  the  Act  to  local  authorities  was  curtailed.  An  ameijding  Act, 
wliich  came  into  force  in  1951,  enables  authorities  to  adopt  a more 
expeditious  procedure  in  cases  requiring  urgent  attention. 

Action  was  taken  under  this  Section  only  cnce  during  the  year. 
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SMITAKY  CIECUI^^TOES  OF  THE 

WATER  .SUPPLffiS 


The  East  Surrey  Water  Company  provides  piped  water  supplies  to 
ten  of  the  t-welve  parishes  of  the  rural  district,  namely,  Betchworth, 
Buckland,  Charlvraod,  Headley,  Harley,  Newdigate,  Leigh,  Holmvnod,  Capel, 
and  Ockley,  and  also  supplies  the  Ranmore  area  of  WottoUi 

The  supply  to  the  parishes  of  Holmwood,  Capel  and  Ockley  is 
derived  from  the  series  of  wells  sunk  into  the  Folkestone  beds  on  the 
western  outskirts  of  Dorking;  This  water  is  chlorinated  but  not 
softened  before  distribution* 

The  supply  to  the  remainder  of  the  area  is  obtained,  to  a great 
extent,  frcan  deep  wells  in  the  chalk  of  the  North  Doims,  and  is  softened 
and  chlorinated  before  distribution*  Additional  supplies  are  available 
from  bore  holes  in  the  greensand  formation* 

The  Guildford,  Godaiming  and  District  Water  Board  simply  piped 
water  to  the  parish  of  Abinger  and  to  the  greater  part  of  the  parish  of 
Wotton*  This  water  is  obtained  from  deep  bore  holes  in  the  greensand  in 
Gtilldford  Rural  District, 

The  chemical  and  bacteriological  qualities  of  the  water  si:ipplies 
of  both  undertakings  have  remained  consistently  satisfactory  and  of  a hi^ 
standard  of  purity  during  the  year. 


Esbengiaii  ^ 

The  rural  district  is  fortunate  in  having  a ^ddespread  distribT>- 
tion  of  piped  water  supplies  to  the  various  parishes.  There  are  still  a 
few  areas,  however,  to  which  the  mains  have  not  been  extended,  a;.id  \7here 
water  is  '-'btained  from  wells  and  springs*  They  are  located  '-’lalnJ-y  in  the 
more  isolated  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Abinger,  Holmwood  and  Wotton* 

Though  Some  of  these  supplies  are  knowito  be  unreliable  , it  has  net,  so 
far,  been  possible  for  an  alternative  supply  to  be  pro\dded. 

The  negotiations  vAiich  vrere  mentioned  in  my  Report  for  1962 
concerned  piped  supplies  to  5 dwellings  in  the  Cudworth  area  of  the  parish 
ff  Newdigate  and  to  17  dwellings  in  the  Friday  Street  area  in  the  parish 
of  Wotton^  and  continued  throughout  1963*  It  is  a matter  for  regret 
that  negotiations  on  so  vital  a matter  as  a piped  water  supply  should 
continue  for  another  twelve  months  without  being  brought  to  fruition* 
However,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  Report,  raid  1964  ~ it  is  obvious 
that  negotiatlnoa  have  reached  the  point  of  ccanpletion  and  it  is  hoped 
that  full  supplies  will  be  in  operation  at  an  early  date*

The  seirering  r>f  the  hamlet  of  Forest  Green  in  the  parish  of 
Abinger  was  completed  in  i960.  This  disposal  plant  consists  of  a 
settling  chamber,  filters  and  sludge  beds,  and  has  been  designed  to  deal 
with  an  estima.ted  population  of  1,959. 

mCHWQRTH 

A proportion  of  the  parish  lias  been  sexvered  by  a gravltatiunal 
system  discharging  to  a pumping  station  in  'the  Wonham  Lana,  w'hence  the 
sewage  is  lifted  by  automatic  electric  pumps  into  the  sewers  of  the 
Dorking  Urban  District  Council  for  treatment  bj'  that  authority, 

bucklaud 


During  the  year  the  contract  was  let  for  the  first  pliaae  of  the 
Bucldand  Village  drainage  scheme.  The  scheme  provides  for  the  provision 
of  a main  sewer  serving  Buclcland  Green,  Rectoi’y  Lane  and  Tranquil  Dale, 
discharging  to  a punping  station  situated  adjacent  to  ’^The  Red  Lion” 
Betchworth_,  .and  thence  by  rising  main  to  existing  sewers  in  Betchworth 
parish. 
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Efcaiaags  and  Sewerage  (ocnt^i 


The  parish  of  Capel  has  a siuaH  e3^'beiii  of  sewerage  sei'ving  the 
btiili>-up  area  of  the  vilD.age  ajid  Beare  Green.  The  se^rers  discharge 
gravitate. onaily  to  a treatment  plant  comprising  settlement  tanks,  prErcing 
plant  and  fonr  filter  beds.  Some  proportion  of  the  sewage,  after 
settlement,  is  treated  by  broad  5jn:igation. 

Since  1950  the  se’//ers  have  been  extended  to  serve  the  whi.te  Hart 
Estate  and  the  liisbrork  Green  areas,  and  the  Council  estate  at  Bernetts 
Wood. 


CMRLWOOD 

(i)  A ooiiiprehensi''7e  system  serves  the  entire  village  and  discharges 
via  two  pumping  stations  to  the  Horley  Sewerage  Works,  This  wOTk  was 
completed  in  1957  at  an  approximate  cost  of  £130,000, 

One  disqideting  feature  of  the  drair^age  system  in  the  parish  of 
Gharlwood  is  the  rapidity  with  which  at  times  of  heavy  rain  the  s.>’stem 
becomes  surcharged.  Occasions  have  arisen  when,  despite  24  hours 
pumping,  little  headway  has  been  made  in  reducing  the  volume  of  sewage  in 
the  system.  Beyond  doubt  the  greater  part  of  the  trouble  stems  from  the 
original  sewers  in  the  parish,  and  arrangements  have  now  been  made  for 
these  old  sewers  to  be  taken  up  and  relaid, 

(ii)  Sewering  of  the  hamlet  of  Lcwfield  Heath  was  commenced  during 
the  year  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  considerable  progress  had  been  made  in 
prttvlding  the  system  of  main  drainage  to  some  84  houses  in  this  area. 

The  disposal  is  by  discharge  into  the  main  sewer  serving  Gatvdck  Airport 
and  thence  to  the  Horley  Sewerage  Worlts, 

HOLM^OOD 


The  condition  of  the  Holmwood  3e\;erage  Disposal  Wi-rks  and  the 
necessity  for  a new  Disposal  Wcjrks  at  Broad  Lane,  Newdigate,  was  outlined 
in  full  in  my  report  for  1959^  but  follo^dng  an  appeal  by  the  local 
inhabitants  against  the  proposed  site  of  the  new  Works,  the  whole  sohsme 
has  to  be  revised.  The  question  of  adequate  sewage  disposal  for  the 
Holmwjod  area  is  now  one  of  urgent  prinrity  since  the  existing  works  at 
Holmwood  have  proved  to  be  completely  incapable  of  dealing  imLth  the  flow. 
Moreover,  the  building  of  much  needed  houses  at  Beare  Green  depends  upon 
the  provision  of  satisfactory  drainage  disposal  arrangements , 

HpRKI 


The  enlargement  of  the  Sewerage  Works  at  Hca’ley  In-hs  viidu'l-lT' 
oomplebed  during  the  year  and  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Sux'veyor,  aiid 
Sewerage  Works  i'ianager,  are  to  be  ccngi'a  tula  ted  on  the  greatly  improved 
omditiim  of  the  Sewerage  Wcadcs  and  its  surroundings.  It  cannot  be  ovei’- 
emphasised  that  when  a Sewerage  Disposal  Works  is  situated  in  tiae  position 
occupied  by  the  Horley  Worlcs,  it  is  a matter  of  great  importance  tiiat  not 
only  sho'uld  the  Works  functiin  satisfactorily  but  should  be  as  pleasing 
as  possible. 

In  thin  connection  with  the  developnent  of  the  Court  Lodge 
Estate,  Horley,  where  the  Council  propose  to  erect  some  550  diArellings, 
considerable  work  in  ocnnection  with  the  provision  of  mw  sewers  had  to 
be  undertaken.

Tenders  amounting  to  £48,150  were  accepted  by  the  CTar.cil  fnr 
the  new  sev/ers  in  January,  1963#  together  ^vith  a tender  amrim-sing  to 
£97,1.80  for  a Horley  foul  relief  sewer  and  a main  trunk  sijrface  wai;or 
se'v^r.  Work  in  connection  vdth  these  two  contracts  was  well  advanced 
by  the  end  of  the  yeaTi, 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Committee  reviewed  the  priority 
of  now  drainage  schemes,  and  placed  the  following  schemes  in  order  of 
prioritys- 


Balcorabe  Road  extension,  Ooldharbcur,  Ironsbcttom, 

Lowfleld  Heath,  New  House  Lane,  Salfords  and  phase  one 
of  The  Done,  Abinger  Hammer. 

This  list  was  to  be  again  reviewed  in  January,  1964*  Duri]|g 
the  year,  however,  work  commenced  on  the  Lowfield  Heath  scheme,  where 
a tender  amounting  to  £18,898,  43  . 6d,  was  accepted  for  the  provisi;>n 
of  a main  drainage  system  to  serve  84  houses,  and  on  the  25th  November, 
1963#  a tender  amounting  to  £20,051  was  accepted  in  respect  of  the  new 
sewer  to  serve  25  properties  in  the  Balcombe  Road  - Black  Corner  area- 
Sewage  from  this  area  is  discharged  into  the  sewers  of  the  Crawley  Urban 
District  Council  for  treatment  at  their  Works, 


The  parish  of  Ockley  is  served  by  tw^^  small  disposal  ■'.vorK.- 
consisting  of  screening  chambers,  settling  tanlcs,  filters,  s^gjhcmng 
chanbers  and  humus  tanks  which  have  functioned  satisfacti-rily. 


RIVliRS.  STRdAi. 'IS  AND  DITCHES 
(i) 

Nineteen  hundred  and  sixty*- three  vdll  go  down  on  record  as 
the  year  in  which  the  department  became  to  some  extent  pre-'-occupied  with 
prcbleras  arising  out  of  pollution  to  rivers,  streans  or  ditches.  In 
June,  many  complaints  were  received  concerning  the  CDnditi'':'n  of  the  Riv^ 
Mole,  and  fears  were  expressed  as  to  possible  dangers  to  health. 

The  Sewerage  Works  serving  Crawley  New  Town  which  orin^risod  a 
m.'.jdern  plant  carefully  designed  and  ci^nstructod,  was  not  operating 
satisfactOTily,  and  enquiries  by  the  Engineer  and  Survey  vr  tf.<  the  Crawley 
Urban  District  Ccmmcil  revealed  that  some  inhibitory  substance  was 
gaining  access  to  the  sewrs  and  preventing  the  dispersal  of  the  sludge. 
The  result  being  that  the  Crawley  Urban  District  Council  had  considerable 
difficulty  in  disposing  of  their  sludge,  and  inevitably  some  pollution 
of  the  River  Mole  to/'k  place. 

There  were  also  complaints  concerning  aerial  nuisfince  arising 
frf)m  the  depositing  of  the  sludge  in  large  open  lag!.v'>ns.  Tills  aerial 
nuisance  has  affected,  principally,  the  employees  at  Gatwick  Airport* 

The  Crai/ley  Urban  District  Council  and  the  staff,  took  every  step  possible 
to  trace  the  source  of  the  nuisance,  and  invited  the  assistance  of  the 
Wator  Pollutlo.n  Research  Br>ai*d,  and  tlie  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Dovolopment,

The  Rural  District  Council,  however,  was  not  entirely  satisfied, 
and  at  tlie  Meeting  on  the  1st  August,  1963,  instructions  for  the 

service  of  an  Abatement  Notice  urder  Sectirai  93  of  the  ?il)lic  Health 
Act,  1936„  The  Cravley  Urban  District  Authority  then  installed  an 
Airvrlck  Deodorising  Apparatus  which  had  the  effect  of  mini  raising  the 
aerial  nuisanoe* 

Althrmgh  the  oondltirn  of  the  River  i-Iole  was  not  a matter  which 
primarily  affected  the  Rural  District  Council,  the  Thames  Conservancy 
Board  vras  the  supervising  authority,  and  their  technical  Officers  were  in 
close  contact  with  the  Officers  of  the  Crawley  Urban  EistricP  Coincil, 

. (ii) 

The  condition  of  approximately  340  yards  of  ditch  in  Horley  Rw 
gave  rise  to  seri.'iua  C'-ncern  during  the  year,  and,  as  is  not  ■unusual, 
efforts  to  ascertain  the  ov/nersbip  of  the  land  X\fere  inconclusi'Te , as 
adjacent  land  owners  each  denied  responsibility. 

The  ditch  was  obstructed,  giving  rise  ti  largo  pools  of  foul 
stagnant  water,  and  in  addition  was  seriously  rat  infested.  The  Council 
assumed  resptiiisibility  for  the  clearing  of  this  ditch,  and  accepted  a 
tender  amounting  to  £83, 

( iii ) D^'^h . j!^^%cej^  to  i^adoworoft  Close,  Horley. 

The  ditch  adjacent  to  Meadoweroft  Close  became  obstructed  and 
full  of  stagnant  water  but,  unfortunately,  the  complete  solution  of  the 
obstructed  ditches  in  this  area  will  not  bo  frund  until  the  whole  length 
of  ditch  running  from  Balcombe  Road  thr'  -ugh  to  the  Burst ow  Sti*eam  has 
been  cleaned  out  and  regraded.  This  is  a task  of  st>mc  magnitude,  and 
it  has  not  been  possible  for  the  Council  to  undertake  this  work  since  the 
provision  in  the  Ra'fce  estiiDatos  is  limited. 


GEr^SPOOL  E!4PTYroG 

In  January,  1961,  the  Coomcil  adopted  the  follrndjig  statement 
as  indicating  the  terras  under  which  it  had  resolved  to  provide  a seiTico 
of  cesspool  emptying: - 

By  •virtue  of  the  powers  thereby  enabling  them  undei*  Section  72 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  Council  do  undertake  the  perfoi’mance 
of  cesspool  cleansing  service  throughout  the  whole  of  the  rural  district

(i)  six  emptyings  per  annum  in  cases  of  cesspools  liavlng

(ii)  -the  removal  of  up  to  a maximum  of  12,000  galliais  per 
anmun  in  cases  of  cesspools  having  a capacity  of 
less  than  2,000  gallt^ns. 
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(b)  Appllcatlf^n  for  Services 

In  accordance  with  the  prcjvlsions  of  Section  282  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  all  applications  for  this  service 
shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Council* 


^ to  the  premises  on  the  rota  system,  the  initial 
application  form  shall  be  considered  to  comply  with  the 
Council’s  requirements  for  all  emptyings  made  on  a rota 
basis, 

(c)  Exceptional  Cases. 


That  in  oases  where  more  than  one  dwelling  is  served  by 
the  same  cesspool,  the  number  of  emptyings  carried  out  or 
the  number  of  gallons  removed  in  respect  of  that  cesspool 
shall  be  multiplied  by  the  number  of  dwellings  served. 


In  cases  of  hardship,  the  Council  shall  deal  with  such 
cases  on  merit,  either  by  extending  the  service  or  by 
levying  special  charges  in  accordance  with  Section  74  (l) 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  which  said  charges  shall  bo 
determined  and  notified  to  the  applicant  before  any  special 
service  is  provided.

(f)  Uset  of  Private  Ciaitractca:  In  Cases  of  Eaergenoy 

Whore  it  appears  that  the  service  woiald  be  imreasonably 
delayed  because  of  the  absence  of  workmen  thmugh  illness  ccr 
holiday,  or  for  some  unfrireseeable  circumstances,  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  is  authorised  to  engage  the  services  of  a cess- 
prsol  emptying  contractor,  for  which  purpose  provision  is  made 
in  the  annual  estimates  to  cover  such  occasional  employment. 


Disposal  of  Cesspool  Contents 

Disposal  is  by  tipping,  most  of  which  Can  only  be  described  as 
crude  and  liable  to  give  rise  to  nuisance,  and  this  has  led  to  cessation 
of  tipping  at  Stanhill,  Charlwoc/I.  The  cesspool  contents  which  wore 
originally  tipped  at  this  site  are  now  taken  to  the  Hrjrley  Sewerage  Works#

Withdrawal  of  Cessp'--ol  Emptying  Service 

FoUov/ing  withdrawal  of  the  cesspool  en^tydLng  service  from  19 
premises  in  the  Forest  Green  area  vrfiich  are  within  100ft  of  the  public 
sewer,  the  Council  has  now  decided  to  extend  the  application  of  this 
principle  to  other  parishes  where  premises  with  cesspoils  are  within 
100ft  of  sewers# 

The  scheme  for  the  cleansing  of  pail  closets  was  continued  with 
beneficial  results  throughout  the  year# 

By  Seotifn  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  Council  is 
on^owcred  in  cases  where  a sewer  and  sufficient  water  supply  is  available 
to  ctjntribute  up  to  one-half  of  the  cost  of  converting  pail  clr.’Sots  to 
water  closets#  During  the  year  one  conversim  was  approved* 

Refuse  Colloctipn  and  Disjpf^s^ 

Controlled  tipping  of  rubbish  fn^m  the  boroughs  of  Mitcliam  and 
Suttcsn  and  Cheara  crjntinued  in  disused  sandpits  in  the  parish  of  Buckland# 

The  general  operation  of  the  tip  has  proceeded  satisfactorily# 
The  hazards  inherent  in  dispi^sing  of  refuse  by  controlled  tipping  such  as 
infestation  by  rats,  mice,  flies  or  crickets  or  by  tip  fires  are  kept  to 
a satisfactory  rainirauin*

Incjluded  in  Table  I are  the  incidence  and  death  rates  of 
v^ioiAS  infectirjus  diseases.  These  are  expressed  per  1,000  population 
with  the  exception  of  the  rate  fnsr  puerperal  p;j'rexia  which  is  estimated 
1,000  live  and  still  births*  Figures  for  1962  are  reproduced  for 
purposes  of  comparison* 

Table  IV  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
notified  during  1963,  classified  according  to  age  and  sex.  Table  V 
shows  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infecti'-us  diseases  in  each  of  the 
twelve  parishes. 


SM^POX 


No  case  of  smallpox  was  n^'tified  during  the  year. 

VaccmaiWi' 

Notifications  were  received  from  medical  practitioners  of  139 
primary  vaccinatinns  and  16  re-vaccinations  which  had  been  perfcxmed 
by  them* 


Ten  oases  of  scarlet  fever  vrere  notified  during  the  year, 
compared  with  seven  in  the  previous  year.  The  policy  of  a speedier 
return  to  school  of  the  patient  and  the  non-exclusion  of  family  Oivitacts 
has  provided  obvi':>us  advantages  without  any  detrimental  effects. 


DIOT^RIA 


For  the  fifteenth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria 
was  notified  in  the  Rural  District, 

Reference  to  Table  VI  indicates  the  decline  which  has  talcen 
place  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease. 

.jjmgunisati.'n  ^^ainsJiJ^ipjTUi^^ 

Children  shi'uld  be  given  primary  treatment  in  the  first  year 
of  life  with  reinforcing  treatment  every  3 to  4 years  up  to  the  end  of 
schc(>l  days.  It  is  not  claimed,  even  with  such  treatment,  that 
absolute  immunJiy  will  be  attained  by  every  child,  but  there  is  clear 
evidence  that  the  risk  of  an  untreated  cliild  contracting  diphtheria  is 
fi>ur  times  as  great  as  tha.t  of  an  immunised  child,  and  that  the  risk  of 
death  is  nearly  tliirty  tines  as  great. 
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Treatment  can  be  obtained  from  general  practitioners  -under  the 
terras  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  or  from  clinics  arranged  by  the 
local  health  authority,  these  being  held  at  regular  intervals  at  all 
Infant  V/elfare  Centres,  serving  the  district,  of  -which  details  are  set 
out  on  pages  9 and  10,  These  arrangements  are  in-bended  -primarily  for 
infan-bs  and  others  under  school  age.  Clinics  in  schools  are  arranged  as 
required  by  the  Di-vlsional  Medical  Officer  for  pupils  requiring  trea-bment, 

No-bifications  uere  received  from  medical  practitioners  and 
clinics  that  299  children  had  recei-ved  primary  -treatment  and  771 
reinforcing  treatment.  The  follov/ing  figures  show  how  the  facilities 
for  trea'braent  have  been  used.

NHOQPING  COUGH 


Twenty-six  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  compared  \d.th 
se-ven  in  the  previous  year.  The  incidence  rate  was  0,79  per  1,000 
population.  Comparable  increases  in  this  disease  ha-ve  been  no-bed 
throughout  the  ooun-bry, 

Ijamunisation  against  Nho oping  Cough 

Notifications  were  received  from  medical  practitioners  and 
clinics  that  286  children  had  recei-ved  -trea-bment.  In  282  the  primary 
•treatment  was  combined  with  diphtheria  immunisation  and  in  274  of  these 
iiimiunisatii3n  against  -tetanus  was  also  included.

Two  notifications  of  this  infection  were  received*  In  both 
oases  the  patients  cimtrscted  their  illness  while  travelling  in  Southern 
Europe* 


DYSENTERY 


One  hundred  and  twenty-one  notifications  of  Sonne  Dysentery  were 
received,  of  which  115  related  to  an  extensive  epidemic  which  affected 
the  parishes  of  Horley  and  Charlwood  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 

This  type  r,f  dysentery  does  not  usually  produce  a severe  illness,  but  it 
causes  inconvenience  by  its  high  infectivity,  which  results  frc-m  the  fact 
that  the  organism  can  be  spread  through  the  medium  of  faecal  soiled  hands 
CGntaminating  fivod,  boolcs,  toys  eta  or  through  the  faecal  contamination 
of  lavatory  seats,  door  haiidles,  to^^^3ls  etc.  There  is  also  the 
possibility  that  the  organism  may  grow  in  the  skLn  cells  not  only  of  the 
anus  but  of  the  mouth,  and  under  the  latter  condition  the  infection  could 
be  spread  by  droplet*  For  these  reasons  an  outbreak  of  Sonne  dysentery 
once  established,  is  extremely  difficult  to  overcome# 


No  information  was  received  of  the  occurrence  of  tetanus  Infection* 


Immunisation  against  tetanus  may  be  given  separately  or  may  be 
combined  with  the  agents  used  for  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and 
whooping  cough*  It  can  be  ob'bained  fr.'m  the  family  doctor  or  from  the 
local  cliixic*  During  the  year  319  children  were  immunised  against  tetanus 
f(,>r  the  first  time  and  of  these  274  were  treated  simultaneously  against 
dlphthei’la  and  whooping  cough.

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  names  on  the  register 
was  141  compared  with  149  in  the  pre'vltius  year* 

Eight  notifications  of  tuberculosis  were  received  from  medical 
practiticnera  of  persons  certified  to  be  suffering  from  that  disease. 
These  concerned  residents  of  the  district  in  whom  the  disease  was 
recognised  for  the  first  time*  In  Table  IV  they  are  classified  by  sex 
and  age,,  an.d  in  Table  V by  pail.sh  of  residence. 

One  death  from  tuberculosis  was  registered^  giving  a death 
rate  of  0,03  per  1^000  population,  ooraparod  with  a rate  of  0,06  for 
England  and  Wales. 

In  Table  VII  the  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified 
each  year  since  1934  have  been  tabulated.  The  figures  demonstrate  the 
improvement  which  has  taken  place  in  regard  to  this  disease,  particularly 
as  regards  mcrtality. 


This  treatment  is  available  at  Chest  CliiLXcs  to  contacts  In 
the  family  of  tuberculous  persons,  if  preliminary  testing  shows  that  they 
have  not  already  been  infected.  It  has  also  been  offered  to  children 

approaching  school  leaving  age,  Tlie  treatment  in  schools  is  carried  out 

by  the  staff  of  the  Divisional  I^fedical  Officer,  who  has  provided  the

Me,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleaaiire  in  submitting  for  your  ocnslderation  the  anrnial 
report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  carried  out  In  I963, 

In  fcrma.t  the  repoit  follows  the  pattern  of  previous  years,  but  not  only 
are  the  Inspectors  * figures  different  but  additioraJL  aspects  of  the  work 
are  now  recorded  for  the  first  time.  It  is  this  additi'nal  work  which 
gives  cause  for  some  disquiet.  Year  by  year*  \re  see  new  legislation, 
which  in  itself  would  not  appear  to  impart  much  additional  work  on  the 
department,  but  the  cumulative  effect  makes  considerable  impact. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  are  aware  of  this  situatiem,  and 
recognise  the  need  for  additional  staff.  Well  trained  and  experienced 
Inspectors  axe  not  available  at  the  rates  of  remuneration  generally 
accepted  by  local  autht>rities  as  reasonable.  Unless  therefore  the 
Council  is  prepared  to  ’’break  the  rules”  with  regard  to  salaries  of 
Public  Health  Inspectors,  existing  staff  must  continue  to  work  under 
considerable  pressure  and  strain.  If  the  rules  are  broken  then  the 
authority  lays  itself  open  to  a charge  of  poaching,  and  a salary  spiral 
is  open. 


So  far  as  one  can  see  the  shortage  of  trained  inspectors  will 
last  for  sr>me  considerable  time,  and  already  one  sees  being  introduced 
into  the  public  health  department  the  so  called  ’’technical  assict-ant” 
i,e,  staff  with  some  training  taut  well  below  the  standard  of  the  qualified 
man. 


Inevitable  though  this  appears  to  be,  it  must  be  recorded  that 
in  my  opiniem  this  is  not  to  the  advantage  of  the  Council  or  the  staff. 

Once  again  I have  to  thank  the  Ghairman  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  his  active  suppcjrt  and  the  Members  of  the  Committee  for  the 
manner  in  which  they  hare,  from  time  to  time,  considered  the  work  of  the 
Health  Departraentj  to  the  l^dical  Officer  of  Health  my  graterul  thanks 
for  his  continued  interest  in  all  our  activities;  to  my  colleagues,  my 
willing  acknowledgement  of  all  their  helpful  kindness.  Lastly,  to  the 
staff  of  the  PubU.c  Health  Department  for  all  their  loyalty  writhout 
\/bich,  as  I have  said  before,  the  task  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Officer 
would  be  well  nigh  impossible,

It  is  an  established  practice  for  the  Public  Health  Inspeotoi's, 
on  behalf  of  the  Ifedical  Officer  of  Health,  to  visit  houses  where  a case 
of  infectious  Illness  has  occurred.  The  purpose  of  the  visit  is  to 
obtain  information  as  to  contacts  and  places  of  employment  in  food 
industry.  This  information  enables  the  appropriate  action  to  be  taken 
in  certain  oases  to  exclude  contacts  from  school  or  work.  In  tlie  case 
of  patients  who  may  recover,  but  still  be  infective,  as  in  the  case  of 
certain  Illnesses  of  the  dysenteries  or  food  poisoning  groi;ips,  the  vreekly 
collection  of  specimens  for  laboratory  exaiidnation  is  also  made.

I would  like  to  place  on  reccard  my  appreciation  of  the  way  in 
which  the  Reigate  Corporatinn  Public  Health  Inspectors  assisted  in  the 
inspection  work  at  the  Charlwood  Slaughterhouse. 


As  in  previous  years  a considerable  quantity  of  food  found  to  be 
unfit  was  surrendered  for  destmiction  or  disposal.  The  principal  reasons 
for  the  unfitness  of  canned  foodstuffs  are  burst,  blovn  and  leaky  tins, 
and  in  other  foodstuffs  decomposition.  In  all  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
made  6l  visits  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with  unsound  foids. 

All  surrendered  foodstuffs  are  disposed  of  at  the  Reigate  Refuse 
Destruction  Works,

In  i^y,  1963j  the  Public  Health  Committee  received  a report  on 
unfit  houses  in  the  parish  of  Holrawood,  This  was  the  f -urbh  report  on 
unfit  houses  to  be  considered  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  since  the 
coiBpletion  of  the  Hobhouse  Survey  in  1948. 

Many  changes  have  taken  place  in  Holmwood  in  the  intervening 
period*  In  1948,  twenty-seven  houses  were  regarded  as  unfit*  Since 
that  time  those  have  been  repaired  and  improved  to  a satisfactory  standard. 
One  had  been  demolished  and  two  had  ceased  to  be  used  as  dwellings.  In 
1963,  however,  the  position  was  that  some  30  dwellings,  27  of  which  had 
been  previously  reported,  the  condition  of  the  3 others  had  deteriorated 
to  such  an  extent  that  action  was  called  for.  Of  the  30  houses,  there- 
fore, reported  in  1948  and  I963,  only  one  remains  to  be  dealt  with.

The  annual  reprarb  fcr  1963  wi>uld  not  be  complete  without  a 
reference  to  the  wrjrk  carried  out  at  London  (Gatvd.ck)  Airport,  Apart 
fnom  the  inspections  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act^  1955;  with  regard  to  catering  establishments  and  the 
Factories  Act,  1957,  with  regard  to  work  places,  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  are  engaged  in  two  aspects  Tddch  are  tr-  say  the  least  time 
consuming. 


The  first  and  probably  most  important  task  is  the  inspection 
of  imported  food.  By  the  Imported  F od  Regulations  1937-48,  no  f ood- 
stuffs may  be  imported  into  the  country  for  sale  for  human  consumption 
unless  it  has  been  examined  by  a competent  authority  and  found  fit  for 
human  consumption. 

The  department  has  applied  itself  to  these  Regulatii>ns  in  a 
seriijus  manner,  and  crmscientious  endeavour  has  been  made  to  see  all 
inrpo)rted  foodstuffs.  A one  himdred  per  cent  inspectirjn  is  not,  hc\jever, 
always  possible,  due  to  non-availability  of  staff  and  the  uncertain 
times  of  arrival,  ilany  of  the  fijodstuffs  imported  are  of  the  luxury  cxr 
exotic  class  in  which  unfitness  arising  from  dec  .-mposition  is  unlikely 
to  be  found,  because  of  the  high  quality  and  high  prices,  but,  since  Stjme 
other  countries  do  not  contri.l  crop  spraying  to  the  extent  rjno  wi  uld 
desire  a frequent  chock  is  made  for  residual  pest  sprays,  and  in  this  the 
department  has  been  greatly  helped  by  the  Public  Analyst  Mr,  D.  D,  lioir.
